Jack Dempsey Died this Morning 


IMNSKS 
AWAY 
IN 
OUKUOX. 


ROME, Italy, Nov. 1,1895.—This city ex- 


perienced a \ery severe and destructive 
earthquake this morning, which not only 
did immense damage to property but 
terrified the inhabitants of the entire 
city. 


It was 5.30 o'clock this morning when 


the earthquake was felt. The convent of 
Santa Maria Maggiore was greatly dam- 
aged. A portion of the outer wall 'was 
entirely overthrown, aud the whole struc- 
ture was shaken. 


Four palaces in the city and the bank of 


Italy were so badly shaken an to be ren- 
dered unsafe for occupancy. The damage 
to these buildings alone aggregates hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 


Palazza Odesoalathi, one of the finest 


palaces in Rome, and five other structures 
of that character are also seriously dam- 
aged. The building of the minister of fi- 
nance is slightly damaged. 


The din and the clatter on the streets 


and in buildings during the several shocks 
was very great. 
Window panes were 


smashed, crockery and glassware and fur- 
niture dashed about. All the bells in the 
city were set ringing by the swaying of 
the towers and bellfries. 


People we're aroused from their slum- 


bers in alarm. 
They rushed into the 


streets screaming, and the greatest con- 
sternation everywhere prevailed through- 
out the city. 


Tile shocks caused a panic among the 


inmates of the Italian prison and a 
mutiny was attempted by the prisoners. 
Troops were quickly called out and order 
was restoi ed. Thu shocks were confined 
to the province of Rome.

service. He was looked upon as an inter- 
loper and everything was done to harass 
and torture him into resigning and 
getting out of town.

When it was 
found that he could not be moved by 
threats and intimidations, the more subtle 
arts ot political intrigue and diplomatic 
finesse were resorted to. But Mr. Fuller 
was invulnerable alike to threats and 
allurements; he could not be driven from 
the path of duty and would not he lured 
from it by insidious arts.

That Dnrranb is not only a monster, 


but a criminal whose actions hoth before 
and since April 3 have been in keeping 
with the actions of other great criminals, 
wore tflie statements that the district at- 
torney endeavored to keep before the jury 
As the attorney dwelt upon the ghoulish 
nature of a man who would steal the 
rings from the oody of an innocent girl 
that he had murdered, his denunciation of 
the drfo!idant(bocame so bitter that Mrs. 
Durmnt was unable to retain her com- 
posuro. Slip burst into tears, and flung 
her arms about the neck of her son us if 
to shield him from the torrent of invective 
of winch ho was being mado the object 
Durmnt remained measuruably calm, but 
his mother, although sho made several 
efforts, could not control her emotion. 


In the meantime the district attorney,
